‘Marquess of Tansilowne the inclosed copy of a Seeret letter from the Government of 
Juda, dated the 4th September last, and inctosure, in which it ix suggested that an 
attempt should be made to obtain from the Sultan of Muscat the sale or lease of Gwadur 
to the Khan of Khelat. eee : , 
Giyadur, with n few miles of coast appertaining to it, has been in the possession of 

the Sultans of Muscat since the end of the eighteenth century, when it was granted. by 
the Khan of Khelat to the rebel son of Imaum Ahmed of Muscat on the condition 
that he should always defend this place against the enemies of Khelat. [t is entirely 
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surrounded by Baluch territory, and since its cession to Muscat more than one unsuccessful 
attempt has been made by the Baluchis to recover it. 

As Lord Lansdowne is aware, the Sultan of Muscat has bound himself by a 
formal undertaking given in the year 1891 not to part with the dominions of Muceat 
and Oman or any of their dependencies, save to the British Government; but, so far as 
Lord George Hamilton is aware, no such undertaking has been given to any other 
Power, which would give it the right to object to the proposed sale to Khelat, 

‘There remains for consideration the bearing of the Anglo-French Declaration of 
the 10th Marel, 1862, in which both Powers engaged reciprocally. to respect, the 
independence of the Sultan of Muscat, 

Tt appears to Lord George Hamilton that, while this Declaration might preclude 
cither party to it from acquiring practical sovereignty over any portion of Oman proper, 
it in no way precludes a friendly negotiation with His Highness with a view to at 
arrangement between him and the Khan of Khelat, by which in return for a sufficient 
consideration Gwadur should be restored to its original possessor, 

In connection with this question 1 am, however, to refer you to the papers forwarded 
with my covering letter of the 25th March last, 

Lord George Hamilton will he glad to be favoured with Lord Lansdowne’s views on 
the proposal of the Government of India, which, unless there is any. objection on 
grounds of general policy, appears to him to deserve favourable considerstion,

My Lord, Simla, September 4, 1902, 

IN ‘connection with the endeavours which have recently been made to cheek the 
importation of arms and ammunition into Persia, our attention has been drawn to. the 
position of Gwadur, as a port through which arms can be imported into Baluch-Metsran 
and the interior of Persia, 

2. As your Lordship is aware, Gwadur has been in possession of the Rulers of 
Muscat since the close of the 18th century, when it was conferred upon Saiyid Sultan, a 
Muscat refuzee, by the Khan of Khelat 

Jn 1891, at the instance of our Political Agent at Muscat, the Sultan issued an order 
(gehibiting the import or export of arms and “ammunition to’ or from Gwadur territory. 
We have, however, reason to believe that this prohibition has not always been observed, 
and we have recently found it necessary to call the Sultan's ftention to the matter, und 
to advise him to direct his representative at, Gwadur to confiscate all arms and arms 
tion which may be landed on the coast within Muscat jurisdiction, This advice. the 
Sultan readily undertook to follow. 

3. In reporting the result of h ‘ltan, our Political Agent at 
Muscat observed that. prind.facie, the prohibitory Proclamation, issued by the Sultan. in 
[2ol, and his present action in enforcing the probibition, seemed to be incompatible with 
tie terms of Article XI of the French ‘Treaty with Muscat of 1844-1846; but that, ae ny 
chiection had been raised by the French to the former notification, it appose 
unnecessary to anticipate that any would be raised in the present case,” In erler to 
obviate any difficulty’ which might arise in this connection, we are of opinion that the 
withdrawal of Gwadur from Muscat control and its inclusion within. the sphere of owt 
predominant influence is very desirable. Signs have not been wanting of a tentency oy 
the part of other Powers to take an interest in Gxadur and its vicinity, and we hore 
authorized Major Cox to inform the Sultan that the British Government would eertainly 
not permit Gwadur, surrounded as it is by a tervitory under their control, to be ih nan 
Nay associated with another Power. This warning may be sufficient to prevent the Sultan 

ertaining any such proposal so long as our relations with him reinain as friendly 
as they are at present. But it is conceivable that the Sultan or his ‘successor tay 
herea(ter prove unfaithful to his obligations, and, in any ease, should. France deeand 
fost a representative at Gwadur, the claim might, under present conditions, be difficult te 
resist, and an embarrassing situation might arise, 

Khao these Zeasons we are disposed to make an attempt, through His Highness the 
Khan of Khclat, to obtain the cession of Gwadur on reasonable terme, ‘The een might, 
we think, es made by the Khan on his own be half; but the price, if the Sultan

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accepted the offer, would be paid from Indian revenues. We have ascertained from Major 
Cox that the annual revenue which the Sultan derives from Gwadur is about 22,200 dollars, 
while the cost of administration is probably little, if at all, in excess of 1,000 rupees a-Vear. 
The net value of Gwadur to the Sultan, at fifteen years’ purchase, may, therefore, be taken 
‘at about 44 lakhs of rupees.* We consider that this sum, or, if it were arranged to take 
a lease of the place instead of purchasing outright, an annual payment. of 30,000 rupees to 
40,000 rupees, would not be too high a price to pay us an insurance against any foreign 
attempt to obtain a footing on the Baluch-Makran Coast, and we commend the suggestion 
to your Lordship’s favourable consideration. 

5. We have, of course, taken no steps at present to sound the Sultan as to his 
willingness to part with this portion of his territory, and it is possible that the offer might 
mect with a refusal. It is also possible that, if the offer were accepted, exeeption might 
be taken to the transaction by the French Government on the ground that, although the 
vendition would be made nominally to the Khan of Khelat, it would practically result in the 

sion of British influence over territory which has been in the possession of Muscat, 

dependence of the Ruler of which was guaranteed by the Anglo-Freneh Declaration 
of 1862, But we can see nothing derogatory to the Sultan's independence in his selling 
buck to the Khan a piece of land the transfer of whieh from Kalat to Muscat was a mere 
accident, and which consists only of a few miles of coast-line, entirely surrounded, on the 
land side, by Khelat territory, Indeed the independence of the Sultan would appear to be 
vindicated, rather than impaired, by his ability to part with such an outlying possession, 
forming no part of Muscat proper, and not even belonging to the Arabian Pi 
We apprehend, therefore, that an objection based on the Declaration of 1862 could scarcely 
be sustained.

1 HAVE the honour to forward the following further information in continuation of 
imy letter dated the 30th August, to your address and previous correspondence, 

2, My French colleague, in the cource of a friendly visit a few days ago, asked me if 
Thad heard of the capture of Omani dhows in Mozambique territory by the Portuguese. 
T replied that 1 had heard of it locally, but that I had not seen authentic details of it from 
any outside source. M, Laronce then went on to tell me that Commodore Kiesel, of the 
French flagship “ Catinat,” had recently written to him on the subject, and had explained 
that whereas certain of the Arabs (two he thought was the number), when engaged with, 
or captured by, the Portuguese, had claimed to be Freneh protéxés, the French Consul at 
Yanzibar had inquired into the matter, and had ascertained that they were not really 
entitled to protection. 

1 remarked that one could hardly be surprised to hear this, and that it was in 
accordance with the views long held by many of our Naval officers in the Indian Ocean, 
namely, that owing to the possession of the French flag by some of their number, Seris 
and other Omanis, when their dhows were in danger of inconvenient attentions from men- 
of-war, were in the habit of running up the French flag, whether they had any claim to use 
it or not, and that here was a case in point of his own quotation, He admitted that the 
contingency was a possible one, but did not think that such a thing could often occur, 

3. In the present connection the French Consul at Zanzibar was obviously on the 
horns of a dilemma; for his investigation must demonstrate cither that Omanis with 
French papers were members of an organized gang of slave-runners, or else that the 
members of such a yang availed themselves of the fact that some of their relutio 
possessed the French flag in order to claim the sanctuary of it for themselves. The weak 
point in our argument is that up to now, unless the negotiations in process have made 
any very recent advance in that particular direction, we haye not yet succeeded in 
obtaining from the French any officially authentic list of those Omani subjects whom that 
Power claims to protect, and we cannot, therefore, assure ourselves independently and 
with ainty 28 to what were the precise facts in the present case, The incident 
generally, however, has undoubtedly happened at a most opportune juncture, and I trust. 
the Government of India will see its way to press His Majesty's Government to push the 
matter home. ® 

4. In conclusion, 1 beg to urge that this occurrence warrants our taking any 

equate and effective steps that we may consider called for in regard to the future of Sur, 
and I therefore venture to recommend that the question of the appointment of an Agent 

iggested in my letter dated the 20th September, 1900, be reconsidered. | T doubs 
myself whether a native Agent, of the type now employed at Gwadur and on the Pirate 
Coast, would be of any real use, for being a native he would be accorded little respect, and 
unless a man of extremely strong and Joyal character which it would be difficult to find, he 
would inevitably be driven by force of circumstances to allow considerations of personal 
eafety und convenience to override his duty to this Consulate. ‘The position of an 
Englishman, or quasi-Unglishwan, would be quite different, and though at times it might 
be diflicult to get a suitable man to go to Sur as Vice-Consul on a sufficiently modest 
salary, Ido not think the difficulty would be by any means insurmountable, and at the 
present time 1 can point to a suitable person, who, T have little doubt, would be willing 
to go. 

g If Government do not see their way to take the above step, I would recommend as « 
compromise that the designation of the Head Clerk of this Consulate be altered to 
«Superintendent and Vice-Consul,” and that he be given a slight rise of salary. ‘This 
would enable the Political Agent to depute him to Sur at suitable season: The change 
would, no doubt, entail the addition of another clerk to the present establishment, but 
that is a measure which, as | had the honour to mention to you when at Simla last month, 
J was anxious to recommend in any case on general grounds. 

5. I may seem, in the foregoing, to be endowing the question of Sur generally with 
too much importance, but I am convinced that such is not the case. The whole qu 
of ovr relations with Muscat in the future, and the amount of French or other foreign. 
jofluence with which we have to reckon, will inevitably hinge upon Sur, and the greater 
the prominence and importance which the political situation in the Persian Gulf is likely 
to develop in the next few years, the greater becomes the need of reducing the French flag 
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difficulty to precise limits (if we cannot eliminate it altogether), and of placing the affairs 
of the port of Sur on a thoroughly satisfactory footing. Until this is done, neither wo nor 
the Sultan will ever be free from anxiety, and now that such a favourable opportunity has 
presented itself of forwarding our interests in the matter on unimpeachable and public 
grounds, | am convinced that we shall regret it hereafter if we do not use it to the best 
advant 

If itis decided to place an Agent at Sur, an intimation to that effect could fittingly 
be included in any letter that might be addressed to His Highness the Sultan in pursuance 
of the recommendation which I ventured to make in my letter of the 30th ultimo to the 
address of the Resident in the Persian Gulf,

“DIIE arrival at Muscat of the steamer purchased by your Highness seems to he a 
fitting occasion for us to address you this coumunication on the subject of the proper and 
effective control of the outlying ports of your territory and with special reference to your 
‘reaty obligations in regard to the Slave raul 

It hud been the confident hope of the British Government that this traffic in human 
beings was steadily on the decline, but it is now clear to us from the reports submitted by 
our ouval and Consular officers that it still thrives to an unfortunate degree; and, while we 
fully appreciate the toyal manner in which your Highness co-operates with our Represene 
tative at Muscat in the geant of manumission papers to those negroes who escape to the 
British Consulate and are entitled to freedom under ‘Treaty, yet the difficult question of 
the annual shipments of slaves, captured on the African littoral, to ports in your territory 
and in craft belonging to your subjects still remains to be dealt with—a question which 
does not seem ever to have been resolutely faced by your Highness. 

According to information at our disposal, it appears that almost all the dhows engaged 
in this trafic hail from ports on the southern coast of Oman, and especially from Sur, and 
while within the last few years we have not addressed any special representation to your 
Highness in this connection, familiar as we are with the difficulties you have had in 
exercising effective authority over that portion of your territory, yet incidents have 
recently come to our knowledge which make it ineunbent upon us to draw your serious 
attention to the subject. 

Within the last few months information has been received by us and has, no doubt, 
reached your Highness also, that a powerlul gang of Arab slave dealers has been captured 
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bya Portuguese man-of-war on the Mozambique coast, after a severe fizht in which 
several persons were killed on both sides, twelve of the dhows burnt and some 120 of the 
Arabs made prisoners by the Portuguese. It is understood that. these dhows belong to 
Oman, and that the Arabs are nearly all subjects. of your Highness, chiefly Suris, No 
farther evidence than this can be required to convinee us and yourself than that there 
exists at Sur a regular and widespread organization for the capture and shipment of 
negroes from the African coast, 

Furthermore, these sume Suris, or their fellows, seem now to have embarked slo 
upon smug iz of arms, for we learn that within the last few months our men-ol-war, 
cruising in Aden waters, have captured a dhow or dhows manned hy your subjects, in the 
act of sinuzeling arins and ammunition across to the Somali coist for the use of, the 
Mulla Muhammad Hassan }), now in armed revolt against the authorities of our 
Protectorate.

IN continuation of my telegram of the 13th June, I have the honour to report that 
Captain Pottinger returned to Aden on the following day. His Mission has been on the 
whole very successful, ‘The attitude of the Haushabi Sultan, Mohsin-bin-Ali, underwent 
a change as soon as he heard that Twas sending out the First Assistant Resident, and 
the roads were reopened at once, 

Captain Pottinger, whose interesting Report is inclosed, also induced the Sultan to 
aatec toa truce with the Abdali for six months, and, although this lias not yet. been 
formally arranged, and it is too carly at present to speak with ecrtainty as to the 
continued security of the roads, there is reason to hope that matters ‘will romain 
in their present condition until the Goverament has made known its decision on 
the whole ease 

‘The matter at the present moment stands thus :— 

he Haushabi has committed serious offences by closing the (rade routes through 

ry, and by couniving at, if not encouraging, the plunder of persons travelling 
tn these roads. He has also refused to accept any longer his position of inferiority with 
reard to the Sultan of Laliej, and before the roud was actually closed he levied dace on

while there was sent for by Sultan Almad Fadthl, who requested him to advise the 
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Haushabi Sultan to put an end to the disturbances on the road, and to refrain from 
inciting the tribes against the Abdali. ‘The Munsab then proceeded to Musemit, and 
apparently met with some success, as it was on his return journey back to Lahej on the 
Sth June that he said the Kaila could proceed. 

4. While at Anad I inquired into the alleged loot of the two camel loads of Kat, 
reported in Sultan Ahmad Fadtiil’s letter of the 28th May, and I went over the wround 
where the fighting took place. ‘The facts appear to be that the two camel-drivers with 
loads of kat were going along the road when they were stopped by a party of men at & 
place called Nobut Dakim or Horrokats this consists of merely a amall tower ot “Dar,” 
and a few thatched sheds, and is one of the posts from which the Haushabi is able Co 
command the road; the party who were there on this aecasion were said to be ehielly 
Basus and Haushabis with, perhaps, some of the Juberi. On being deprived of their 
Kat, the eamel-men went on and complained at Anad, whereupon all the available 
fighting men there (Abdalis) went to try and recover the looted property; they met the 
plunderers who withdrew to Nobut Dakim and some desultory firing went on for several 
hours in which one of the Abdali w ‘The Haushabis then retreated and the 

‘l sheds round the “Dar.” ‘They then 
hut reinforcements having eome up, both 
end, the Abdalis retreating on Anad and 

Sultan Ahmad Fadthl’s letter of the 28th May is somenhat 
incorrect as regards the fighting ; the Al Akd, he refers to, is merely the name of a 
sacrel treo about half-way between Nobut Dakim and Tannan ; there are no. buildings 
tnd no men there, and it was from Anad that the Abdalis came to the rescue avd 
pursued the Haushabis about as far as Al Akd. 
sto, While at Anad on the 10th instant, the interpreter of the Boundary: Commission 
visited my. Camp; he was on his way from Dthali to Aden on a few days leave, and 
seported that while coming along the road near Sailat Bilah, between Suhar and Munif, 


accompanied by one of the postal sowars, the latter was challenged by a party of armed 
men who ealled on him to halt. On his refusing to do so they commenced to fre, 
frereupon the sowar went off at a gallop, but not before some thirty or forty shots had 
been fired at him. ‘The interpreter, Mr. Abdul Rub, was able to identify some of the 
party as Hausbabis, whom he knew personally, [ aecordingly requested Mr, Abdul Rub 


to accompany me until I could meet the Haushabi Sultan, Mohsin in-Ali; at the same 
Kine I wrote to Mohsin-bin-Ali saying I wished him to meet me at Nobut Dakim T 
also pointed out to him that acts such as these mere very prejudicial to his intorests, gad

ig bS Mobsin-bin-Ali had informed me that he vas ill and unable to travel, 1 
decided to move eamp to Jol Mudram instead of Nobut Dakim, and arrived there na dhe 
aiternoon of the 11th instant, I then saw Mobsin-bin-Al, and discussed the whole 
subject at length with hin 
1 He denied all knowledge of any trouble on the road, which he declared had 
Fever een closed at all, but that the story had been started by his enemies to do line 
[Uinss that he had not levied any dues beyond what he was entitled to, and whieh he

(Gontidential.) Seistan, September 20, 1902. 
WITH reference to Seistan Confidential Diary No. 11 for the period Ist to 15th 
September, 1992 (paragraph 7), I haye the honour to submit the following Report 
regarding the condition of the Melmund River from the Band-i-Kamal Khan to the 
Band. stan at Kohak. 
A rough map of the river between these two points is also attached. Both the 
report and the map haye been compiled from native information brought to me by a 
reliable Agent whom I had sent to Kila-i-Fath for this purpose. 
ie: nt A on the map—about S$ miles north of the Band-i-Kamal Khan— 
is the main irrigation channel of Kila-i-Fath (called Naobar-i-Kila-i-Path). ‘The dam. 
at point A is generally constructed so as to extend only half-way across the river bed, 
thus allowing the main stream to continue its course northwards. In normal years the 
h being: lov sd. of the ma 


































sand which has been blown into it. 

‘The main stream of the Helmund is said of late years to have changed its course 
and taken a sweep to the west, leaving the city of Kila-i-Path, once on its banks, some 
$ miles to the east. At the present moment Kila-i-Fath is said to. be entirely cut off 
from the Helmand water, and my informant reports that he, like the rest of the 
inhabitants, drank well water during his recent visit. 

4, At point Ba new water channel, the Jao-i-Nao, has recently been constructed 
by the new Governor of Kila-i-Rath, Ayub Khan, ‘he old channel which branched off 
from this point having: become filled with sand from disuse, the new Goyernor is said to 
have re-aligned it and had the present channel dug, At this point B, also, there are the 
remains of au old dam which the new Governor now intends repairing and making 
permanent. 

Materials for the dam—stakes, brambles, and stones—were being collected at. this 
spot when my Agent passed. Only the orders of the Governor, who was absent in 
Chakansur on business, were awaited to commence the work. Only a small quantity of 
water is now said to reach Deh Nao, a new village also built by the Governor of 
Kila-i-Path.

‘There is no dam at point ©; but just beyond this point a natural barrier of sand has 
formed in the river bed which extends for a considerable distance to the north, and 
successfully obstructs the passage of the water beyond that point. ; 
No serious effort appears to have been made to clear away this barrier, although it 
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is said that the Afghans have more than once invited the Seistan Government to send 
labourers to help their own men in this work. 

It is alleged that Sardar Purdil Khan and his son-in-law, the Deputy Governor, 
knowing that the advent of the water would be the signal for local prices ‘to fall, are 
anxious to dispose of the large quantities of grain which they have collected at’ the 
high rates of purchase now prevailing before they will permit the water to reach Seistan, 
When I asked the Deputy Governor and Sardar Purdil Khan if the barrier of sand at 
point C could not be removed by manual labour, they replied that the task was a super- 
human one. 

6, At point D is an old water channel about 130 yards above the Seistan Bund, 
which, when there is water in the Helund, irrigates the Afhan lands to the east, Te 

not been deepened or worked on during the present drought, This is the channel 
relerred to in my telegram dated the 30th August last, which, it was allowe been 
used by the Afghans to convey water to Chakansur. 

7, At point H is the Band-i-Seistan, recently repaired and now ready to receive the 
{lelmund water when it comes. A small party of Scistani troops are stationed at the 
bund, as the Local Government fear that the Afzhans may try to burn it, the material of 
whieh it is made being only brushwood, at present in a yery dry condition: 

The Rud-i-Seistin is said to have been cleared of sand and other obsta 
it is stated that the water could reach the city in a few hours after reaching the 
Bund, 

8, From the above account we may eonclude— 

(1.) That water exists in the Helmund only as far as the Naobar-i-Umr Shah 
(point C on the map), 

(2.) ‘That the statement made to me by the Russian Consul and reported in para- 
graph 7 of my Diary No. 11, to the effect that the construction of a new dam at Kilacie 
Fath by the Afghans was the direct cause of the present drought, is not borne out by 
the Intest information on the subject. My informant, when questinned on this point, 
tepeatedly denied the existence of any dam at Kila-i-Fath, 

(3.) That the present scarcity is due {0 natural causes: firstly, to the drying up 
of the Helmund, and then to the formation during this period of dryness of a natural 
barrier of sand which now, on the sis ng of the Helmund, blocks the passage of the 
water to the Seistan Bund, Against the Afghans it can, perhaps, only be said that, 
by deepening certain channels on the east bank of the Helmund, they caused 
premature cessation of the water-supply of Seistan, which in any ease would appear to 
have been inevitable.

8. The Kazi of Sur, than whom it is impossible to have a more reliable informant, 
as he has lived in the community all his life, has given me independently the following 
items of Sur news :— 

(1.) That a certain Suri applied for a flag last season at Zanzibar, but was referred 
by the French Consul at that port to his colleague at Muscat; the candidate accordingly 
approached M. Laronce during his visit to Sur this season, and was told that as his name 
was not already recorded on the register of persons to whom French flags had been 
issued from time to time in the past, he could not have one in his own name, but that 
the name of his uncle was down, who had since died or given up his paper, and that a 
“titre de navigation ” could be issued again in that name if the candidate so desired, ‘The 
Kazi believes, however, that, as the owner of the registered name had been dead som 
years, his relative, the aspirant, hesitated fo take out the paper in his name, This 
information is purely spontaneous, but is exactly in accordance with what I have myself 
foreseen and pointed out. 

(2.) A certain well-to-do Suri, who owed a large debt, had an attachment placed 
on his dhow by the Sultan’s orders, pending liquidation of it, He at once came here 
and endeavoured to get French papers from M. Laronce. On failing to get them, he 
returned to Sur, and shortly liquidated the claim, 

(3.) That the , Who are giving the Sultan’s Hindustani Customs officials a good 
deal of trouble, are under the firm belief that the French Government have, and will 
continue to prevent the Sultan trom building « proper Customs whurf and offices at Sur. 
{ mention these incidents not because they call for special notice, but as evidence of the 
light in which the acquisition of the Mrench flag is looked upon in Sur, and will continue 
to he looked upon until some specifie action can be taken or notification issued, which 
will disabuse the community of their erroneous ideas. I beg in this connection ¢o refer 
to the suggestion made in my letter of 1901 to the Resident, and its accompaniment, 
copies of which were forwarded to the Foreign Department, dated the Sth April, 1901, 
and to inquire whether, under the cireumstances, the issue of some modification of 
the draft notification then submitted is not now possible. 

4. In the meanwhile, until the Sultan has some well-founded idea as to what is 
likely to be the final result of the negotiations which, as he has been informed, are in 
progress between the Foreign Offices of London and Paris, it is impossible to expect him 
to take auy bold line in his own behalf; for, if His Majesty’s Government eventually 
proves unable to see the matter through, he is only bringing down upon himself’ th 
enmity of the French in the future. Moreover, in spite of the fact that negotiations 
haye been going on for two years past in Europe, it must be remembered that the French 
lose no opportunity, at one time by profuse professions of friendship to the Sultan and at 
another by action calculated to frighten him, to stifle or square the matter locally, 

5, T may mention that the Sultan, in connection with his present communication, 
reminded me that, though T had told him yerbally of the French undertaking not to 
grant more flags, and of the British Government's readiness to support him in acting 
upon his notification of June 1900, he had not received the intimation in any official 
document, and asked whether that mattered. 1 told him I had no doubt he could have it 
officially in writing if it would make him more at ease, and he was satisfied ; but the 
mere fact of his making the remark shows what was in his mind. 

6. In regard to the negotiations which are understood to be going on in Europe, 
T have the honour to observe that the last item which I have received is the printed copy 
of despatches ending with India Office to Foreign Office despatch, dated the 25th March 
last; and I am not aware whether, during the six months that have since elapsed, His 
‘Majesty's Government has taken any action with the French Government in pursuance 
of that communication. If the Government of India have any recent information on 
this point, I trust it may be possible to communicate it to me, and I recommend at the 
same time that | may be permitted to address an otlicial communication to the Sultan, 
on behalf of Government, intimating to him the undertaking given by the French to 
issue no new papers, and our own undertaking fo support him in acting upon his notifica- 
tion of June 1900, and furthermore taking him into our confidence, as far as possible, 
with regard to the latest developments of the negotiations going on in Kurope. 

Such a communication will fortify him against the attentions of any French men-o!- 
war that may be expected as soon as the season opens,

Moreover, knowing that the whole 
question was the subject of discussion and negotiation at home, I felt that the matter 
Jind passed out of my hands, and that any action taken by me here was superfluous and 
coulllavt affect the approaching issue. Meanwhile, time passes, and that issue is delayed, 
and my own quiescent attitude is, I fear, liable to’ misinterpretation and to encourage 
the supposition that His Majesty’s Government is unable to give the Sultan effective 
support in the matter, I ean but urge, therefore, the great importance of expediting the 
final issue as much as possible. The French have everything to gain by its protraction, 
anil we and the Sultan everything to lose, 

8. In conclusion I beg to reiterate the opinion that in any case the fitst and alle 
important object to achiove is the furnishing to us or to the Sultan by the French of a list 
of the flag-holders, their names and tribes in full, and the grounds in each ease on which 
the holder is considered entitled to a flag; and I would add that, unless we interest 
urselves independently in the correctness of such a list, the Sultan will be no more 
onsulted in the matter by the French than he has been at any other phase in the 
progress of this question.

Affairs undertook to represent the matter to the Sultan, and early next morning I go 
messitze front his Excellency to say that he had sueceeded in obtaining the tmperial 
sanction to the alterations [ desired, and that he would call at the Emb: sy next day at 
2 o'clock to submit the draft, 

‘he draft seemed to me satisfactory in regard to the main points, namely, the 
Withdrawal of the Ottoman troops and the delimitation of the frontier north-eastwards

‘This term would imply that there are two 
classes of British subjects, one of which is protected and the other not; whereas the 
distinction which it was intended to emphasize was that existing between Bi 
on the one hand, and, on the other, “British-protected persons,” the latter not being 
British subjects, but persons who, although not possessed of British nationality, are yet 
afforded British protection, 

On the 16th Februsry, 1901, Lord Lansdowne transmitted to Major Cox, for bis 
information and guidance, ‘printed instructions respecting the issue of Regulations, &c., 
under Orders in Council, which had been drawn up in this Department for the guidance 
of His Majesty’s Consular officers, with a view to insuring harmony and regularity in 
dealing with these matters. 

Copies of these instructions, and of the Muscat Order in Council of 1867, are 
inclosed herewith.t

IT HAVE received your Exeellency’s friendly letter, dated the SIst July last, oni 
understood the contents, which were to the following effect :-—

also received your second letter, dated the 3rd October last, 

asking me to send urgently a reply on the subje : 
‘As I cordially desive that, in my communications and correspondence with your 
Hycelicney, I shuuild always express myself in sincere and open words, therefore, in_ some 
tters it becomes necessary tka? requisite inquiries should be carried out ; and in this

case slso, I thought it proper to make ue inquiries, and learn about the doings and 
behaviour of the “Hekim’” of Chakansur. I learn that the said official only lays claftn 
to those limits, which have been considered to belong to Afghanistan, as has been explained 
in the map prepared by General Goldsmid, which was sent by your Excellency on the 
23rd July last, and that he has no desire to deviate from the boundary-line laid down 
the said map, and he does not rely on the course of the waters of the Helmund 
delimiting the boundaries in those parts; because the waters of the river, owing to hea 
floods, sometimes flow in the direction of Seistan, and it is possible that they may at other 
times turo and flow tothe Chakansurlands, It is clear in the map that General Goldsmid 
in illustrating his decision has drawn the boundary-line between Chakansur and Seistan 
byared line; and he has shown the course of the river separately from the boundary- 
line. 

Now the Persians say that some years ago the original stream of the Helmund used 
to be considered the boundary in that direction ; that it has changed its course, and that 
the land which used to be on its west has now come out on its eastern bank; and they 
state that this change of the course of the river makes no difference whatever in that 
frontier; that the Hakim of Chakansur says that the present course of the river should be 
considered us the boundary, and all the land on the enstern bank of the river belongs to 
Afghanistan, although the said land, before the change of the course of the river from its old 
tied, belonged to the Persians, 

My dear friend, C have duly inquired into this matter from my officials at Chakansurs 
and the slight delay which has occurred in replying to your Excellenoy's letter Wiss on 
this account, as 1 wanted to acquire proper knowledge of the matter. I now fully assure 
Your Fxeelleney that the Hakin of Chakaasur does not lay claim to any Inns which are 

ing on the other side of the boundary-line laid down in the map sent by your Excellency. 
The map which your Excellency has sent is now with me, and { have carefully examined 
it. Thus, a boundary line on the west in the form of an eclipse, bas been drawn in red 
1k, which begins at Kohei-Malik Siah, and goes in a north-casterly direction, leaving 
Ram-rud on the side of Afghanistan, and passes through the jointly owned lands of 
Afghanistan and Persia, close to Kila-icNawaz, and reaches at Kohak-band. Here the 
Helmund comes from Afghanistan on the cast, and flows in a northerly direction ; and its 
course is marked by a blue line, which leaves the red boundary-line on its west, and leaves 
the places well known as Nap-isAli and Kila-i-Kang on the east of Afghanistan, ‘The 
river then runs on straight in a northerly direction and falls into a lake called Hamun- 
puzik, which belongs to Afghanistan, ‘Then the red boundary-line passes to the west of 
Kohak-band, leaving the river and the said “band” on the side of Afghanistan, and then 
curving slightly goes on to the north at a distance of about 2 miles from Nad-i-Ali and 
aT fles rors H le Kean, losvine ton places altho eas eo ATguanivod!

If this map which your Excellency has sent contains the illustration of the 
settlement made by General Goldstid’ in tho year 1872 betiveon tue Persian and Afghan 
Governments, and, as your Excellency writes that the said settlement tnade by General 

id has been binding for more than twenty-five years, and been approved and 
accepted, Lalso now accept the said map. If, as the Persian Government has said, my 
officals at Chakansur have laid claim to those lands which formerly belonged to’ the 
Persians, and which during the last few years, owing to floods of the Helmund, which has 
altered its course towards Seistan, have changed their position, and the land which was 
0 the west of the said river has now come to be placed on the east of the river, I write 
that to these lands in dispute, provided they are, in accordance with the boundary-line 
laid down in the map of General Goldsmid, on the other side and to the west: of the said 
Voundary-line, I lay no claim and raise no dispute about them; on the contrary, I will 
Probibit my officials at Chakansur and instruct them not to interfere with ‘Persian 
\erritory ; and will direct the Hakim of Chakansur and the Hakim of Seistan, or any 
other official appointed on behalf of the Persian Government to look into the matter, to 
place the said mop before them, and in a friendly and neighbourly spirit point out to cach 
‘ther the limits of their respective territories, and vet up distinct marks, so that no dispute 
‘ay again occur between them. I have made inquiries into the matter up to the point 
which T have mentioned above, and have now communicated to your Excellency. 

¢o not know whether the Persian Government wish to claim anything contrary to 
map, and in excess of their former rights. If your Excellency is aware of 
celleney will be pleased to write to me, explaining their object. 
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If their contention is worth being entertained, a discussion will be carried on through 
your Excellency. 

As to what y ellency writes stating that the Persian Government has 
represented to His Majesty the King of England's Government that, besides occupying 
Ind, which was until recently indisputably Persian, my subjects have destroyed the Persian 
dam’ of Band-i-Seistan near Kuhak,—my dear friend, as clearly the complaints of the 
Persian Government are against the officials of Chakansur, who are subjects of the 
God-granted Government of Afghanistan, and are friends and not subjects of the Govern. 
ment of His Majesty the King of England, I have written a reply above to the effect that 
the Hakim of Chakansur does not interfere with the land which is on the other side, to the 
west of the boundary-line, as marked in the map of General Goldsmid, although owing to 
the flood and change of cot of the stream, it may have come to be placed on this side 
of the Helmund, and close to the western side of the boundary-line. 

Vurther, as to what your Excellency writes in the second letter, dated the 3rd October, 
last, asking for replies to your Excelleney’s two previous letters, dated the Gth and 
17th June last, | write to say that. as there has not occurred, nor docs exist any fault in 
the foundation of the friendship and union between these two Governments, and as I have 
written in my former letters, 1 will, please God, preserve intact this thread of friendship 
and concord, which has come into wy hands, as an inheritance, in the same manner as my 
late father did by his action aud behaviour with sincerity and fidelity towards the Bri 
Government; and I desire that similar action and behaviour may be adopted on the other 
side, Consequently, if, on account of certain urgent engagements, a few days’ delay may 
have occurred in sending a yeply, it does not matter, as sometimes a similar delay has 
occurred on the other side.

‘a further ultimatum was sent, two persons having been sent off from Hod dah, who, the 
Italians stated, were not the two pirates demanded. The Italians represented that these 
two men had been seen at the house of a well-known and respectable merchant, Omar 
Basaar, who the ‘Turks have now placed in prison, giving him the impossible task of 
producing the required persons, they having, of course, escaped long before to the 
country. 

10, ‘fhe Italians prevented all ‘Turkish boats and vessels from leaving the port by 
warning blank shots, followed by shell. here were two ‘Turkish-armed steam-launches, 
which were also held up, with a view of their bein towed to Massowah failing 
satisfaction. 

11, At 5 pat. the following day, the 18th instant, the Captain of the “ Piemonte” 
again informed me that every satisfaction had been obtained, and that 200 troops had 
een embarked here for Medi in a Turkish transport which had arrived during th 
afternoon for the purpose, others joining from Loliciya to capture the pirates at Medi 
some 90 miles north of this port. 

12. The “Barberigo” left at 7-50 a.t. on the 18th instant for Medi to join the 
“Galileo” there. The “ Caprera” left at 7°30 p.m. on the 18th instant for Perim. 

13. Inter alia, the Italians demand that the Chief of the Beni Merwan, the Sheikh 
of Medi, and the Sheikh of Khor-el-Uahla, three piratical tribes to the northward, 
should be handed over, towards which operation, I understand, the Turks have sent 
from Sana, Hodeidah, and Loheiya, at the outside 2,000 troops, 1 am informed that 
the Chief of the Beni Merwan can readily command 200,000 armed men, and this tribe 
have never shown any allegiance to ‘Turkey, who, moreover, has never attempted to 
enforce it since a disastrous attempt in the summer of 1892. 

14, During the past two days the Civil Governors of fodeidali and Sana have been 
deposed from Constantinople, the Military Commandants at both places taking over 
their offices, ‘The Captain of the “Piemonte” called on the temporary Governor the 
next morning, the 19th instant, and had a lengthy interview.

6. Dubat Haffa, Mosandim, Koweit, Kishm, and Hormuz would then form India’s 
strategic frontier on the Persian Gulf (I believe’ that even on a strategic frontier only 
certain points can be occupied in force), and as these places are all capable of being 
defended by ships only, so long as Great Britain could afford to keep a sufficiently strony, 
naval squadron in or near the Gulf, it would be unnecessary to fortify them. 

7, Should, however, any foreign Power commence to establish a protected naval 
base, we should probably have to commence a similar proceeding at the nearest point in 
the above-mentioned group, probably the Island of Kishm. 

8, I propose to give directions to the Commanding Officers of His Majesty's ships 
in the Persian Gulf with a view to obtaining further information as to climate, anchorage, 
water-supply in all the bays, Xe., round the Mosandim Promontory.

L HAVE the honour to refer to the letter dated the 2nd July last, from the 
Political Agent at Muscat to my address on the subject of the jurisdiction of the Sultan 
of Muscat in the direction of Cape Mosandim, 

2. Briefly stated, the conclusions arrived at hy Major Cox are that, from Museat as 
far as and including Mureir, the Sultan’s jurisdiction is effective and indisputable, Here 
the strip of the Batineh Coast, subject to Joasmi sway, intervenes, aud from Khor Kalba 
as far as Dibba the country is under Joasmi influence, which, however, is ineffective and 
inconvenient. From Dibba round the Mosandim Promontory as far as ‘Tibba on the 
Arabian Coast of the Persian Gulf, the country is practically indepenslent, and) such 
shadowy rights as the Sultan of Museat. possesses could either be upheld or ignored by 
us as the exigencies of the moment might require. 

3. Leaving for the present the question of the Joas 
Coast, I propose to consider the question of the Sultan's 
‘Tibba, in the neighbourhood of which place the Joasmi jurisdiction agai 
Major Cox’ report it does not appear that the Sultan’s fight to assert his authority over 
any part of this strip of the coast would meet with any opposition trom the local tribes, 
In my letter dated the 10th September, 1901, L alluded to the correspondence which 
took place in 1864 regarding the possible rival’ claims of the Sultan of Museat and the 
Chief of Ras-el-Kheimah to dominion over Cape Mosandim. At that time, in reply to 
a letter addressed to him by the Politieal Agent, Muscat, His Highness officially 
asserted his claim to“ Maklab, Khassab, and their neighbourhood.” Colonel Pelly, 
then Resident in the Gulf, whilst expressing his incertitude as to whether the position 
selected for the telegraph station in Elphinstone Inlet belonged to the Sultan of Muscat 
or the Chief of Ras-cl-Kheimab, deprecated the definition of the boundaries of the 
territories of the several Chiefs for the purposes of fixing their responsibility for the 
protection of the telegraph station, ‘The Government of Bombay concurred, aud 
22 
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‘campaign, with no intention of being ultimately persevered in, it might not, on that 
‘account, be less disazreeable or less dangerous to us. 

Supposing, therefore, that at a time of crisis France and Russia, in combination, or 
either Power sinzly, contemplate seizing a harbour on that part of the Arabian Coa: 
that is there (apart from the risk of hostilities with Great Britain) to deter them ? 
Mhe ascendency of Moseat over the littoral in question is so indeterminate that our own 
officer, Major Gox, advises us that we can either recoznize or ignore it as we please 
‘here is, therefore, no question of established or almitted right of sovereignty, to which 
we could appotl. Even if we ourselves were now to recognize the authority of the 
Sultan over those regions and to induce him to take steps to assert it, the French 
Government would not hold itself bound by our act, If it is open to Major Cox to urge 
the independence of Musandim, equally would it be open to the French, ‘Their 
adinission that, the Anglo-French Declaration of 1862 debars cither Power from 
acquiring, either by lease or by cession, any part of Muscat territory, would not be held 
by them to apply to ports and harbours whieh they preferred to regard as independent, 
Tndeed, they would at once point to our own action in 18G4 in establishing a telegraph 
station on the Maklab Isthinus, without reference either to the Sultan of Museat or to 
any other authority, Even if, in the interim, the Sultan had to some extent reasserted 
his power, they would still argue that this fell short of sovereignty, sinee the maximum 
assertion of that authority that Major Cox recommends or that th is at all likely 
to undertake is the planting in a few of the coast ports of Walis (probably Io 
who would in all probability be obliged to content themselves, as docs the V 
Khasab, with collecting such dues as would pay for their own maintenance, without 
remitting anything in the form cither of revenue or of tribute to Muscat. 

Still more certain is it that France would take this line in the event of seizure of a 
port or base by Russia, In no circumstances would she be likely to interpret the 
‘Anglo-French Declaration in a sense unfavourable to her ally. Indeed, she might even, 

ic admitting the restriction or disability imposed upon. hierself, decline absolutely to 
join hands with us in enforcing it against any third party 

Noxt, if we turn to the positive aspect of the ease—not only is it desirable that 
any foreign Power should be prevented from acquiring « base on the Musandim 
Promontory, but, if Admiral Bosanquet’s views are sound, and if, as he says, that 
promontory is for naval purposes the most important strategical position in the Gulf, 
{hen it would appear to follow that, if we are to provent our rivals from establishing 
themselves upon it, the only alternative is to anticipate them by anterior action our- 
nolves. 

‘Mhis brings me to the various recommendations put forward by our Advisers. In 
the event of our deciding not to reintroduce the Sultan of Museat upon the seene, Major 
Cox recommends that we should again plant a Native Agent at our old telegraph quarters 
near Khasab, Colonel Kemball, on the other hand, in what seems to me a somewhat 
hesitating letter, advises us to do nothing, If, he says, we reoceupy the Elphinsto 
Tulet, we may offend the Sultan. If we bring in the Sultan, then we shall debar oursely 
the fiture, and shall bri ito undesirable relations with the VTrucinl Chiefs. T may 
say a word aliout both alternatives. ‘The risk of offending the Sultan is, in my op 
infinitesimal, and is clearly disregarded by Major Cox, who is in a much better position 
to know what the mind of that potentate is. We have merely to point out to him, if he 
inquires, that the measure is one of precaution, directed against the chance of a miove- 
ment by some foreign Power which would be certain in the end to compromise his 
independence, in order to remove any reasonable objections or suspicions on his part. 
‘Phe resumption of our position and rights at Maklab need not interfere with the limited 
amount of juristiction that his solitary Wali exercises in that neighbourhood, nor need 
it be reaarded as any more extraordinary than our corresponding position at Bassidore. 
Our Fights at Bassidore, even though not actively exereised, will probably be sufficient 
to keep the Russians away from Kishm, unless, of course, they mean fighting, and similarly 
the reinstitution of a British post in the Elphinstone Inlet would operate as a deterrent, 
except at a similar risk, to any other Power, contemplating a landing in that neigii- 
Dourhood. 

‘he weak point. of Colonel Kembail’s second alternative is that, in attempting to 
‘exclude others (ns Lhave shown a probably quite illusory endeavour), we shall exclude 
ourselves, As for the Sultan heing brouglit into contact with the 'Trucial Chiefs, since 
this state of affairs has already existed for more than balfa century on the Batineh 
Coast, without any detriment to either party or to ourselves, it seems to me that it may 
be disregarded. 

‘The last sentence brings me to a parenthetical examination of the st 
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between Mureyr and Khor Fakan, which is under the direct control of descendants or 
dependents of the Jowasmi Sheikh of Shargah. ‘They fly his flag and they offer no 
recognition of any kind to Muscat. From Khor Fakan northwards to Dibba there is a 
further maritime belt, the Sharkiyeen inhabitants of which are under Jowasmi, as distinet 
from Museat, influence. Now it appears that in Colonel Ross’ time we held this entire 
strip of coast from Mureyr to Dibba to be subject to the Maritime T'ruee—in other 
words, we recognized it as being a dependency of the Chief of Shargah, I cannot see 
why we should change this policy. We are much safer off if we can reasonably. apply to 
this maritime belt the conditions of the Maritinie Truce, under whieh the ‘Trucial Chiefs 
are prohibited from ceding or selling any portion of their territory save to the British 
Government, than we should be if we persuaded the Sultan to establish his authority over 
it. Forin that case the French would say that the Sultan’s action was a belated 
political move instigated by us, which could not be allowed to supersede or eancel 
the presumption of the precedins half century; and, as we ourselves should have thrown 


























over the claims of the Jowasmi Sheikh, we could not afterwards appeal to them for pro: 
tection, In our ingenious attempt, then, to bring in the Sultan, and to shelter the 
entire Musandim Peninsula under the provisions of the Anglo-Vrench Declaration, we 
might find that we had overreached ourselves, and sacrificed even the small positive 


amount of security that we now enjoy. 

Tam inclined, therefore, to think that we should state the ease as above to. the 
Secretary of State, and should tell him that in our opinion the balance of advantaze is in 
favour of reasserting British claims to the Maklab Isthmus rather than of advocating and 
emphasizing the authority of Muscat, We might take advantage of the opportunity to 
point out that there is no Sheikh of Musandim, as the Foreign Oifice suppose: although 
their argument that, supposing there to be such an individual, it is preferable to treat 
him as independent, ratlier than as subject to Museat, is in principle identical with the 
view that we have espoused.

J HAVE the honour fo forward herewith copies ot two letters received yesterday 
from Hodeidah respecting the state of affairs there. 

Various vague reports have been reaching Jeddah during the last ten days that 
Italian war-ships were bombarding, or about to bombard, that port; and a rumour just 
brought from Suakin ayers that Hodeidah (? meaning probably Medi) was bombarded 
two or three days ago, 

It is not for me to presume to offer reflections upon Italian policy in the Red Sea, 
and my information is as yet very scanty. Still it may be observed that within, ten 
days Ttaly has on two or three occasions threatened Hodeida with immediate direct 
eastigation upon slight provocation. ‘The ‘Turk has not forgotten the high-handed action 
of the  Volturno” in June 1899. Whether this time it would not have been more 
simple and sufficient for Italy to compel payment of an indenmity (of 4,000/, demanded, 
as Lam told) at Constantinople, instead of adopting the painful and offensive course now 
pursued, that Government alone can decide, Knowing best its own true interests. One 
result of the bombardment will be increased fanaticism and hatred of Europeans on all 
this coast and at Mecca: even if the desired effect of destroying a nest of Arab pirates 
and smugglers be attained. 

There venture to submit some conjectures as to causes contributory to the present 
state of mischievous exeitement, whieh may, perhaps, act as sidelights on the situation. 

Hodeidah can be regarded as one of those Eastern towns where local faction bursts 
now and again into a vigorous blaze; just as at Van years ago, constant contention and 
bitter rivalry raged between the two families, Jameshji-Zade and Temir-Oglu. At 
Bagdad and Konia at yarious times a precisely similar condition of affairs has been 
observed, and, no doubt, other examples could easily be found. ‘the local Governor 
usually favours one party and cheeks and rep) the other, who exert themselves in 
ali sorts of unscrupulous ways to procure the dismissal of that Governor in the hope of 
reasserting their power and influence under his successor. At Hodeidah the rival parties 
were Sureya Pasha and a Notable named Harazi, who was sent to Jeddah a prisoner 
three or four years ago, but was set at liberty within a few months, ‘The bone of con= 
tention was the farming of the octroi duties of the town, which: produced a considerable 
sum: before 1895 it was usual for Sureya Pasha to purchase annually the right to farm 
these dues at a low rate, not improbably employing bribes to support his tender; but 
Harazi, having entered the field of competition, Doth bidding and bribes ran high, 
Needless to enter into details of this conflict, but serious accusations were eventially 
lodged against Harazi with the result above mentioned. About two years ago Sureya 
Pasha, suffering from a painful disease, had to go to Eaypt, where he was operated on, 
and treated successfully by a young Greek doctor. The Pasha eng ed this physician 
to come to Hodeidah to attend him, promising protection and support, and in due course 
he was nominated Municipality Doctor. ‘The rival party then directed their attacks 
against the protégé as a foreigner, and not provided with a Turkish diploma; but he 
at once, going to Constantinople, obtained the diploma and confirmation of his 
appointment, 

‘Tho Quarantine Inspector being absent, his duties were apparently relegated to this 
doctor, who early last month suspected, or ascertained, the existence of cholera. 
Doubtless, the fear of the malady, and of quarantine, and of interrupted business, &e,, 
would produce an exeited state of public feeling, which Sureya Pasha’s enemies may 
have been at pains to stimulate; for 1 hear that the doctor left the place. It will be 
remembered that ebullitions of dangerous excitement have attended various outbreaks of 
gpidemies in Hedjaz, and probably Hodeidab may not remain wholly exempt. In such 
eases much depends on the watehfulness, tact, and goodwill of local authorities to pre- 
vent ill results. 

‘Phe Vice-Consul reports again the presence of cholera, and probably considers the 
‘authorities were backward in revealing it on or about the 10th ultimo. 

My conjectures above given and hastily set down may be entirely erroneous, and 
are likely to be inaccurate as to detail, but as they may be useful, [ have the honour to

Tn addition to the 7,120,000. mentioned above as having been spent here, it may 
be calenlated that another .£'1170,000. to £'T. 180,000 have been expended ot Constan- 
tnople (on rails, sleepers, hydraulic Hime, a certain amount of rolling-stock, ineluding four 
Locomotives, &c,), making in all the considerable total of £°P.300,000, If we take it for 
Branted, as we axe informed by the Press, that some £300,000 have been subseribed 
Fttogethen, it will be seen that three-fifths of this total have already been spent, in return 
for which about 180 kilom. of railwa lees completed, represent the work accom 
plished, "This works out at 'P. 1,460 per kilom., or, in other words, at a litle ess than 
Fr. 3,410. per mile, which, judged by European standards, is decidedly cheap, though it 
Must be remembered that the labour employed is comparatively cheap, espectally that of 
the troops, that the country to be traversed. presents very few enginecring dificulties, and 
that the stations on the section of the line (more or less) completed have still to be built. 
‘Then, again, on the asset side inust be placed a very large quantity of rails and sleepers 
already. bought and. lauded at Beyrout, which are calculated as sufficient for another 
40 kilom, of line, Morcover, the initial expenses ina large undertaking like this are 
avery serious itein, a fuet which should also be borne in mind. The result as a whole, 
therelore, may be considered as not altogether unsatisfactory, 

T might mention in conclusion that Kynaim Pasha, consumed by a very creditable and 
intelligible desire to make the line as cheaply as possible, and encouraged very probably by 
the contemplation of the results obtained trom the employment of troops on the coustrue- 
tion of the line, proposed at a recent meeting of the Railway Commission that the Rédifs 
of this Army Corps should be called out and employed entirely on the works, to the 
Cxclusion of the contractors and the men, foreigners and natives, employed by then 
‘This proposition, which received the approbation of the other members of the Commission,

T have already told the Sheikh that we eannot. protect. him in the same sense as 
we do the Sheikh of Koweit, as we regard him as a Persian subject. I would now 
suggest that I should address a letter to the Sheikh, promising in general torms to 
llord him our good offices between himself and the Persian Government, | would 
remind him that [had been told by his agent that he was not afraid of the Shab, but 
iad asked whether, if the ships of a foreign Power (or, if preferred, Russia alone) 
made an attack on Mohammeral, whether as an enemy or as a pretended friend of 
Persia, we should interfere and protect it by force.

I carried out half-quarter’s 
practice with heavy guns at a target off Jebel Zukur in the afternoon, and towed my two 
dhows back to Hodeidah, anchoring in 10 fathoms at 9°30 vat. yesterday. ‘This morning 
exercised running torpedoes from ship at anchor, and shifted berth close in later in 
forenoo: 

8, To-day Tam reprovisioning the dhows, and to-morrow they leave again for their 
respective beats; but, being somewhat tied by remaining at Hodeidab at present, it is not 
possible to extend their operations as far to the north to leeward as 1 would wish, where 
the pirates appear to be most active.

‘The Persian authorities had asked the Afghan Governor of Chikansur to allow the 
water to pass the bund, but the latte r J stating that he claimed the Miankangi 
district.as Afghan territory.

which would divert the water into the Partum by cutting off 2 bend in the river at this 

point, ‘This chanel (“A B” on the map), has now been completed. Tt takes off from 

main stream at a point 1 mile the Shahgul bund called Poozah Jang Jah, and 

ing the Pariun a quarter of a-mile below that bund.

The Helmand water, from reports, is now gradually filling: the Pariun 
river bed by menns of the new nel, and at the same time the Helmand has suddenly 
increased in volume, ‘The Karguzar, during a visit on Uh th October, informed me 
that he hoped the water would now reach both the Pariun and the old bed of the Helmand, 
He said that in view of the fact that the Helmand had risen and that the city and 
districts fed hy the Rud-i-Seistan, now hud a good supply of water, orders would be given 
to partially open the Kohak bund in order that an ample supply might reach the main 
stream below the bund and that the Afghans might thus get a fair share, 

A temporary solution of the watcr question would, therefore, appear to have been 
reached which should, for the present, satisfy hoth parties. It remains, however, to be 
seen whether the Afhans will not again reopen the question either by drawing off the 
water into the old Helmand bed vit the channel marked in the attached map at “C 1)” 
or by opening their larger work above the Kohak bund at * BR.” 

The general feeling appears to be that the presenee of the new troops, who are 
expected here at once for duty on the Scistan-Afghan border, and whose dispatch to 
Seistan lias already been reported by His Britannic Majesty's Consul-General at Meshed, 
will deter the Afghans from making any further encroachments. 

d, 1 have reierred in paragraph 4 of my Report dated the 15th October to two 
channels which it was said the Seistanis proposed digging—one near Milak and another 
«close and aboye the Shahgul bund” (now known as the Poozah Jang Jah channel). 
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Owing possibly to the representations of the Karguzar, who, as already reported, feared 
disturbances if the Milak channel, as being in territory disputed by the Afghans, was 
opened, orders were issued to discontinue its construction in favour of the Jang Jah 
channel, which is in undisputed territory. 

6. 1 have reported that the Yamin-i-Nizam, who is the Agent of the Persian 
Government for the Seistan-Afzhan frontier, was stated to be in the habit of consulting 
the Russian Consul on matters connected with the 5 n water dispute, If we 
may judge by the frequent reports that have reached me from more than one source 
there is little doubt that this is se. In conversation, therefore, with the Ka r, who 
seems inclined to be friendly fo us, and who is an intimate friend of the Yami 
T have lately impr on him that should the Local Government be in need of advice 
on account of difficulties with the Afyhan authorities they would be justified in referring 
to me in the matter. I added that 1 thought in view of the Treaty on this subject they 
would not seek advice elsewhere. 

On the 28th October, whether result of a hint from the Karguzar or not I 
am unable to say; the Yamin-i-Nizam paid me a visit, when he made a point of siv 
me an account of the situation, and of relating to me the ion he had taken in the 
matter. He told me that he had sent the Akundzada of Chikansur an ultimatum 
warning him that, unless the Shahgul bund was destroyed in forty-eight hours or the 
water allowed to pass into the Pariun, the Persians wonld construct a channel above the 
Shaligul bund which would, in ail probability, draw off the water from the Helmand hed, 
and prevent it reaching the Shahgul channel, The Akhundzada replied refusing to 
allow the water to pass the Shahgul bund, and claiming the Miankangi district. ‘The 
Yamin then ordered the Poozah Jah channel to be dug. 

With regard to the larger Afghan channel aboye the Kohak bund at Kushk the 

‘amin paid he did not regard it seriously, as the reports regarding it were 
exagwerated, and were purposely spread by the Akhundzada with the object of 
intimidating the Scistanis and of gaining the approbation of the Cabul Government, He 
thought that before the Afshans could complete any chamiel the Helmand, which was: 
now heginning to rise, would itself solve the problem, and that there would soon be 
ample water for both sides, 


Whe Persians, he said, were quite prepared to discuss the matter in an amicable 
way with the Afghans, but that the Aklundzada, whom he deserihed as being: in his 
doiage, was an impossible man to deal with, :

| HAVE recived your Highness’ friendly letter dated the 10th October last. 
T can quite understand that, in a matter of such importance, your Highness should haye

Kept your Highness fully acquainted with the present position of aflairs concerning 
which I have the latest information from my officers. 

‘Phere ean be no doubt that your Highness’ local officers did at first claim that the 
Doundary of Afighanistan followed the main stream of the Helmund, and to assert this 
prininle they Crossed the line Iaid down by Colonel Goldsmid and entered what has

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to relieve, are supposed to be 500 strong, but would not exceed 100 on a liberal 
estimate of their actual strength, the remainder being absentees. It is naturally the 
desire of the local authorities to conceal this fact, but practically there are no troops to 
be relieved. 

‘The force from Meshed is commanded by the Shuja-ul-Mull, who gives out that the 
dispatch of the troops is due to the proceedings of the British in Seistan, as reported by 
the Russian Consul and the Belgian officials. He has drafted on the Governor for 
8,000 maunds of wheat and 120,000 krans. 

Seistan is suffering fiom famine prices, and much difficulty is experienced in 
procuring provisions for the British Consulate,

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Aecided for the present not to insist on thelr Treaty rights in this matter, but that 
they expect, in return for this concession, that the authorities in Persian Beluchistan 
will avoid any action which might lead to a re-opening of the question. T think T 
may assure your Excellency that the vigorous and assertive action of his Bxeelleney 
the Ala-ul-Afulk in sssisting in the repression of the rebel Chiefs who disturbed our 
frontier, and in arranging for their payment of the blood-money due by them, has 
made it easier for my Government to mect the wish expressed by you to me in regard 
to the Agent at Bampur, and T hope that the maintenance of the present cordial 
relations now established between the authorities on either side of the Beluch border 
may render it unnecessary for me to bring this matter again before you.

ONCE before attention has been drawn to the diminishing cousting trade of local 
ing-vessels, dhows, and sambouks. formerly, there used to be a considerable trade 
voue by them between Suakin and Jeddah in both exports and imports, but thi 
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js now entirely carried by steam. They still ply. from this port to Raboe, Leth, 
Comfidah, &e,, but the trade done is in rather a sickly stato from various causes, and 
fewer cargoes of value seem to be sent; where a petroleum ship, for instance, would 
formerly refuse to enter difficult ports, and discharge its cargo only at Jeddah and 
Hoveidah, it. may now be observed calling successively at Yembo, Jeddah, Leth, 
Comfidah’ and Loheyab, to finish at Hodeidah, Pilgrims, too, are mainly carried, as is 
natual, between Jeddah and Yembo by steamer. The samboukyi’s chief resource is, 
therefore, in making heavy charges for the disembarkation of pilgrims and passengers, and 
for the landing and shipping of cargo. 

‘There are about 240 sailing-vessels registered by the Jeddah Harbour Department, 
and only one or two new ones are built. every year. As to those engaged regularly in 
pearl fishing there are now only six at Jeddah, twelve at Leeth, nine at Towel, and about 
filty of the Jeheinae tribe near Yembo, but the last come here scarcely ever.
